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Pam Vittorio has spent virtually her entire teaching career at Bunbury Senior High School. 
Initially Pam spent four years at the school from 1963 until 1966 and then reocmmenced 
in 1972 and has spent the last twent eight years passing on her teaching skills in Home 
Economics to the students at Bunbury Senior High School. 


Literally thousands of students have been fortunate enough to spend time in a Home 
Economics Room under the guidance of Pam, and this includes her own two daughters, 
Yvette and Donna, who must have been impressed because both became teachers. Yvette 
in fact became a Home Economics teacher. 


For many years the school ran an annual 
Kingia Festival in which students 
participated in a variety of activities 
including a street parade. Pam played an 
important role inmany of the festivals 
because she co-ordinated all the cooking. 
On one occasion the school had a 
multicultural theme and Pam had to oversee 
the preparation of a variety of dishes for 
nearly two hundred guests, and according 
to reports handled it with ease. During this 
time, Pam also gained high community 
recognition for her skills with cake 
decorating. 


Perhaps seen as a quiet achiever, Pam has 
experienced some significant changes in her 
career, including the change to Home Economics from Domestic Science and the 
introduction of Pathway Courses in the early 90’s leading to the current development in 
vocational subjects and the requirement for teachers to complete Category 2 Training, 

In more recent years Pam has taken responsibility for childcare and has designed activities 
to enhance the fine and gross motor skills of young people up to the age of five years. 


Bunbury Senior High Shcool has a huge support base with ex-students. One of the first 
questions many of them ask is whether Mrs Vittorio is still at the school. Sadly, in some 
ways, the answer from the end of this year will be “no”. But for the many students,

The Sir Charles Court Young Leaders Program 


On the forth of July 1999 I set off for Penhros College Perth where my three and a half day experience 
would begin.I was shaking in my boots as thirty students from all over Western Australia met briefly 
before an opening ceremony with Sir Charles Court. 

The next three days were absolutely jam-packed 
starting at 6am and not finishing until 11pm there 
was not a moment to spare. We spent the days at 
Curtin University working through sessions 
focusing on leadership and History these included, 
leadership and ethics, Anniversary lectures by 
Gough Whitlam and Hazel Hawke, discussions 
with the John Curtin medallists which were really | 
fascinating as we found out about their 
achievements and the troubles they encountered along the way to their success as a citizen. 


We spent the last day developing a scenario in groups, which we then presented to a panel of judges. 
The scenario was based on the future and whether we think it will be destroyed by pollution, drugs or 
other destructive substances.

he Medical Residential Workshop is an excellent introduction to the Medicine course at 

the University of Western Australia for Year 10 students who are interested and who fit 
the criteria. Throughout the free 3 day course, students learn about what Medical Practitioners 
do, get advice on how to study, plan and achieve goals to enter university and meet students 
from other schools with similar interests. This year, I attended the workshop, and found it a 
very valuable experience. I would recommend future Year 10 students to apply for the course 
if you ate interested in studying medicine. Here are some highlights of my experience at the 
Medical Residential Workshop. 


On Monday the 5th July, 
24 students from 
around Western 
Australia, invaded 
Currie Hall, a college of 
the.* Universay:. of 
Western Australia, for 3 
days. of interactive 
experiences in’ the 
medical field. After a 
short, informative 
introduction we headed 
otf to the physiology 
and anatomy 
departments and saw 
some parts of dead 
bodies right before lunch. We then had a tour of the huge university, and watched some things 
blown up in the chemistry department. On day 2, we visited the Royal Flying Doctor Service 
and then were filmed by GWN and interviewed by the West Australian newspaper as we did 
our practical skills at the WA Centre for Rural & Remote Medicine. This consisted of plastering 
each other’s arms and stitching up pig’s trotters. We then visited Sir Charles Gardiner Hospital 
and had a tour through the emergency section, which 
was a bit like watching E.R. Our last day consisted 
of a tour of Princess Margaret Hospital and a visit 
to the QEII medical school, where we did some 
microbiology and something that I will never forget, 
pathology, that involved 6 rooms of diseased body 
parts in glass jars.

On 23" September we sailed out of Coburn Sound into the open ocean. This is when people 
who get seasick got SEASICK There was a huge 3m swell and we were set the task of setting all 
of the sails to sail over night. We did set all 16 sails, which was about 810sq meters of sail and not 
a very fun job because you have to furl them up as well. To compensate this was the day we had 
killer whales jumping around the ship, we saw a seal sunbathing and the Channel 7 helicopter paid 
us a Visit. 


On 24" September we sailed back into Port Beach 
for our last day sailing. We had to harbour, furl the 
sails and swab the deck but I got the good job of 
sailing the ship while this happened! We anchored 
overt night and reflected on our voyage with the 
others in our groups. 


On 25"September , our last day aboard ship, we had 
a swim in the morning and I got to go in the rescue 
boat, this is a very expensive boat, $70,000. We had 
to pack up our cabins before we came into the harbour but as we approached we had almost 
everyone up on the yardarms doing the Can Can which was very funny. Later that day we had 
presentations and made our sad farewells to the Leeuwin and her crew.

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In our first Semester of Telematics /Social Studies, we studied the Aboriginal Dreamtime. 
We wete set a task to write our own Dreamtime story. As the Kingia is the symbol of our 


school, I decided to write my version of the story of how this very special tree came to be. 


How the Blackboy Came to Be 


A long time ago, many years before yours, mine or even your grandparents time, the Blackboy was not known as a 
Blackboy. It was known to all Nyoongar people and animals as Nusha, which meant “that who holds beauty’. Nusha 
was indeed a beautiful tree. It towered above all other trees, which were short and not nearly as beautiful. It provided 
all the children with the coolest shade when it was hot. It grew long, spidery limbs that looked like the long fingers 
of The Creator of Life, Biamame. The leaves were the most iridescent green in the whole land. In spring , when it 
blossomed, it had pretty yellow flowers with the sweetest nectar around. It had fine grey bark, which was smooth and 
unmarked. And when all the trees slept or shed a * 1 a stayed herself. 
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“We will have to call upon Biamame if you ae fee wat hie wishes you to. When Nusha continued to 
gaze at herself, Lullina summoned Biamame. He showed Nusha to Biamame who became angered. Hete was one of 
his most beautiful creations, yet it was his most vain. So in punishment, he sent down 5 powerful thunderbolts. 


CRASH! The first one transformed Nusha from tall to small. CRASH! The second one took her beautiful, long 
spidery limbs away from her. CRASH! The third turned her lovely green leaves into long, dull, spiky ones. CRASH! 
The fourth thunderbolt charted Nusha’s smooth, grey bark to coarse, black bark. CRASH! The fifth one transformed 
all the trees around Nusha into tall spidery limbed beautiful, colourful ones. He then took her away from any water 
so she could never look at herself again. 


Biamame called her Balga then, instead of Nusha, which meant “that which holds ugliness”. 
The Balga still flowers its yellow blossom once a year, which is still sweet, but because she is so sour-faced, no bird or 


bee ever takes it from her. She is known commonly these days as “Blackboy”’.

The Technical Drawing 
room, now called C.A.D.D. 
(Computer Aided Design 
and Drafting) has had a 
major overhaul and now 
accommodates 21 new 
computers and industry 
standard software. This 
change has been 
undertaken to allow 
students to <gain (an 
appreciation of the benefits 
that computers offer when 
producing technical 


drawings and to head start students at TAFE and in the workplace. The computers were funded by 
the governments’ Learning Technologies initiative at a cost of about $40,000.00. 


The revised drawing units still cover the basics of isometric, oblique, orthogonal, design, rendering, 
sketching and so on, but on the way out is formal pencil drawing, industry simply does most of 
their work on the computer. Bunbury Senior High now has one of the most advanced computer 


generated drawing centres in the district. 


During the course of the year, the workstations to house these new machines have been made in 
house, thus considerable savings to the school have been achieved. They were made by staff and 


students from Industrial Workshop/CADD 


classes. 


We have been privileged to have had 
presentations from local business, as well 
as an opportunity to visit Perth to view 
schools who are already teaching with new 
softwate. 


Allin all it has been a challenging year with 
heaps of work being done to learn new 
programs, develop new courses and to teach 
day to day. We look forward to further 


improvements next year. 


Reading Resource 

Students are now able to practice spelling, 
reading, maths, and writing skills using the 
three new PCs and two new laptops 
purchased out of literacy funds. Students 
are able to do word processing and make use 
ofa variety of “fun” educational CD Roms 
recently purchased. 

Anther technology recently introduced to 
this area of schooling is “Talking Books’. 
Students hear the story from a tape as they 
read the book and this increases their 
enjoyment of the story, at the same time 
supporting their reading.
